progress of the dismantling might have boon slowest due to the lack of 
enthusiasm on the part of the Soviet commanders and their troops and the* 
desire on their part to conduct this operation discrectly^in order to 
conceal it as much as possible from the Cuban people* 

(e) The- point was mad* that it is considered in the US Interest 
to avoid any early meeting of the Security Council so as to not fwf)sffl» 
the situation further with the announcement of the lack of success of the 
Secretary General** mission* the thought that a written report to the 
Security Council by the Secretary General might suffice to avoid the 
necessity of holding a public meeting -was expressed*
